(20) and at Cordele (26). But literally from the day he arrived 
in New York, he was a relief pitcher. He came out of the bull- 
‘pen on opening day in ’41 and won the first big league game he 
ever saw. 

Mell Ott, then the Giant manager, began to call on him oftener 
and oftener until he became the original 70-game moundsman in 
*43. This was unheard of in those modern times and Adams was her- 
alded and huzzahed for his durability. Jim Konstanty broke his rec- 
ord in 74 games last year as the Phillies worked out a pennant. 


He Couldn’t Get Started With Ott 


“I didn’t like the idea at first,” Ace said. “I thought I was a 
starter and wanted a chance at it because I didn’t think I could 
get that top salary relieving. But I found out I could, The Giants 
gave me a big raise that first year, and then I told them I was at 
their mercy, pitch me any day.” 

They took The Ace at his word. It was in the °43 season that he 
finally got his chance to make a start, after 162 games as a bullpen 
artist. Ott’s pitching had turned as sour as last week’s milk and New 
York writers were plaguing him to start fo Adams. 

It happened in Boston, and Ace showed the Braves every 
trick he had. For eight innings he had a one-hitter. In the ninth, 
the Braves got twé more, but he closed out with a three-hitter 
and a winner, 7-2. 

“I almost got cheated out of that start, though. Ott didn’t seem 
too interested in the idea, and he’d told me that if he didn’t have to 
call on me in relief in the series, I could start the Sunday game. On 
Saturday, he called me out in the seventh inning. The game went 11 
and I went the last four, and won. 

| “Ott said to me, ‘I don’t think you'll feel like starting to- 
morrow, then, will you?’ I told him I was ready then. I wasn’t 
backing down if he wasn’t. And I went. I hadn’t gone nine in- 
nings in three years, but I went 13 in two days.” 

Ace was back on relief again right away, for there was no 
soldier in the Giant lines whose arm had the resiliency of his. “I’ve 

ot a rubber arm, just like Bobo Newsom’s. Never was sore, never 

ad to throw but three or four pitches to get warm. I’ve been say- 
ing all along that this Konstanty wouldn’t have that good year 
again this season. He hasn’t got that kind of arm. Of course, pitching 
has changed a lot just since I was up there. They can say what they 
want to, but that ball’s a lot livelier and everything’s going for the 
hitter and against the pitcher. I sympathize with them.” 


The Farm Is for Farmers, Not Ace 


Still, the sap is rising in Ace’s right limb again. He’s got baseball 
in mind for ’52. 

“I can still pitch and I think I’m smart enough to manage. I 
want to get back in the game next year. I’ve had enough of this 
farm life.” 

After he came home from Mexico, Adams found even the 
semipro doors slammed in his face. He pitched and managed 
Donaldsonville in the Flint River League until the rest of the 
teams protested that he was an “outlaw.” It is said that even the 
Giants campaigned to keep him inactive, bitter over his jump. 
When reinstated two Summers ago, he received a token contract 
from them, but he never caught the first freight for New York. 
He finally got his free agency last year. , 
Ace put in full crops this season, peanuts, cotton, corn and vege- 

tables. He is a self-made farmer, never plowed a furrow-in his life 
until he and wife, Ellie, and daughter, Giridy, came to this hidden 
spot. He watched his hired hand work the fields and the veterinarian 
edminister to his stock and he copied their tricks. He now does all 
his field work and he’s his own vet. 

For change of pace, there are fishing trips to Dead Lakes down 
in Florida. But then this is no excitement for a man whose ears are 
attuned to the roar of the metropolitan crowd.

In what is a maddening, but unavoidable 
charade, dating in technique back to the 
days when knighthood was in flower, the 
formal envoys of the United Nations have 
met with those of China, Russia and North 
Korea, and agreed for the principals to be- 
gin negotiations for a Korean cease-fire 
discussion on Tuesday. That’s today, our 
time. 

It’s maddening because, while this dip- 
lomatic charade goes on, men of all armies 
there are dying in the grim continuing 
fighting. There may be a cease-fire. There 
may not be. 

We think there will be one.

China while all this is going on. He doesn’t 
want peace right now. He apparently wants 
a big war. 

We suggest that Senator Taft make this 
sort of speech before the American and 
United Nations soldiers in Korea and to the 
mothers and fathers of men in the service, 

There may not be peace ahead. But at 
least we have forced the Russians to talk 
peace. That's better than an all-out war. 
We can continue to grow stronger so as 
to be able to speak firmly and also shake 
a big stick when the need arises. The Rus- 
sians may try some new form of aggres- 
sion. They may use political instead of 
military force in Iran or some other danger 
point. But, keep in mind that the American 
policy—the policy of our country involved 
the Marshall plan which has held the Com- 
munists off in Europe. In Korea, which is 
Asia, we have halted the first direct Com- 
munist military aggression since the end 
of the second world war. In Europe we 
are organizing the Atlantic Pact defenses. 
Can any honest man say Communism has 
been appeased? 

The outlook still is critical. It will be for 
a long time. The Russians haven’t changed 
any. They still want all of the great in- 
dustrial potential of Germany and Europe 
and they want Japan. 

But, at last we have got them sitting 
down at a table. 

The road to peace is still open. 

The UN has won a great victory, even 
though the future still looks dark and 
dangerous. 

We have a lot of hope, some faith and 
no charity at all for those who still want 


the fighting to go on! 


Better Call in a Specialist 


City officials in LaGrange, Ga., have 
employed.a traffic engineer to survey the 
area and to recommend changes which 
would facilitate the flow of traffic and 
eliminate existing hazards.

All Americans interested in a peaceful 
future are hopeful that if a treaty can be 
worked out in Korea, the Congress will 
radically revise the Kem amendment, in- 
troduced by Sen. James P. Kem of Mis- 
souri and passed by a Congress which 
included many who knew it to bé harmful. 
Yet so fearful were they of public mis- 
understanding and the McCarthy smears 
that it was voted into law. To ease their 
consciences members then resorted to sub- 
terfuge. 


The Kem amendment bars aid, in any 
form whatsoever, by the United States to 
any country which trades with a satellite 
of Russia or with the Soviets themselves. 


On the face of it that sounds reasonable. 


But, unfortunately, reason and geogra- 
phy and the location of raw materials don’t 
have any sort of flexible relationship. 


The Kem amendment, if enforced, would 
halt shipments of Polish coal to most Euro- 
pean countries. Sweden buys large amounts 
of it to operate her steel and armaments 
industry. Most of the Western European 
nations, bound to us in the Atlantic Pact, 
are buying arms from Sweden to use in 
equipping armies Gen. Dwight Eisenhower 
is organizing to oppose Communist aggres- 
sion. Sweden depends on Polish coai for 
her industry. A large portion of the fac- 
tories of most European countries, provid- 
ing employment to the peoples of those 
countries, operate with power generated 
by. Polish coal. Poland doesn’t sell for 
money.

Byrd’s-Eye View, 
Nothing More 


WASHINGTON—Much to do about little or 
nothing would be a fitting appraisal of most of 
the interpretative comment that has been forth- 

coming from Eastern publications on the implications of the belated 
Jackson-Jefferson Day dinner speech delivered in Atlanta by Sen. 
Harry Byrd of Virginia. 

As is his wont, Senator Byrd, a Democrat but never a New 
Dealer or a Fair Dealer, took after the Truman administration, hair 
and hide. There is nothing new in that. He and the President 
have been at cross purposes from the start, and matters were not 
helped any by an offside remark made by Mr. Truman some time 
back about there being “too many Byrds in the Senate.” 

Many outside commentators see in the Virginian’s speech “a 
plan taking shape in the Democratic Party that will affect the 
forfunes of President Truman if he should become interested in a 
1952 renomination.” The quotes are taken from an article on the 
subject in a recent issue of the United States News & World Report. 

Others seem to see some significance in the notice served on 
the administration by Byrd that Southern Democrats are going 
to Chicago next July- prepared for a showdown fight over the 
party platform and candidate. An effort has been made to have it 
appear that the speech was carefully planned and staged, with the 
collaboration of other influential Southern party leaders. 

Onlv Byrd’s The truth of it is that the speech has no signifi- 
: ? : cance other than representing the views of 
Senator Byrd. It was not a part of any scheme; nor is it to be 
taken as reflecting the present attitude of anyone in particular 
other than the Virginia senator. He was merely being true to form. 

In projecting the thesis that Mr. Truman will be a candidate 
to succeed himself, Senator Byrd was taking a contrary view to 
most of his Democratic colleagues in the Senate. The consensus 
of that group is that the President will. not seek a third term. 
Only among Republicans is that opinion held génerally, and there 
the wish is probably father to the thought. The Republicans some- 
how feel that Mr. Truman would be a weak candidate. 

Not believing that the President has any intention of running 
again, other Southern Democrats are naturally not as excited about 
the matter as Senator Byrd professes to be. Hence most of them— 
those in Congress, at least—are inclined to look on the Atlanta 
speech as raising a straw issue. 

It will be time enough to consider the matter, they believe, 
when and if Mr. Truman should announce himself as a candidate. 
Even then, most of them realize it would be an almost impossible 
task to defeat the President for renomination, if he shouJd seek.it, 
because of his control over party machinery. 


Two-Thirds Rule his speech which met with little enthu- 


siasm among Southern Democrats in Washington. He ¢alled for 
a return of the old Democratic rule requiring a two-thirds majority 
in the convention for nominating candidates for President, a rule 
that existed in the party for 100 years until it was wiped out in 
1936. Most Southerners realize that the Northern and Western 
wings of the party would never consent to a restoration of the rule, 
which gave the South the whip hand in national conventions. 

Observers familiar with Southern Democratic traditions dis- 
count Byrd’s speech on other grounds. He was not entirely accu- 
rate, for one thing, in saying that “No Democratic President can be 
elected without the votes of the Southern states.” In the four times 
that he was elected, Franklin D. Roosevelt could have won with- 
out a single Southern electoral vote. 

Much of the Virginia senator’s remarks may be marked down 
to his typical spleen regarding the Truman administration and 
the President. It signifies little more than that, if anything.

At the end of the 18th Century, Georgia’s 
population was rapidly increasing and the nat- 
ural consequence was wild land speculation. 
Many illegal schemes were promoted and were 
winked at by state officials, who received 
many “favors” in return. Although the law 
stated not more than 1,000 acres of land could 
be granted to any one family, Governor Wal- 
ton signed warrants giving 50,000 acres to in- 
dividuals. Governor Telfair raised the limit 
and handed out 100,000 acres to one man. 


Richard Dawson acquired 1,500,000 free acres. 
The joker was that the entire 24 counties com- 
prising Georgia at that time contained only 
9,000,000 acres. Despite this fact, state offi- 
cials had handed out 29,000,000 acres. These 
grants were taken to Northern cities by the 
land racketeers and sold to unsuspecting 
buyers. When Robert Morris, financial genius 
of the Revolution, died, he still had “rights” 
to 2,000,000 Georgia acres that didn’t exist.

Knee-Deep in Summer 


By SCARLETT BLANTON 


Here we are, knee-deep in 
Summer ... and with all the 
week-end company, and the 
constant hubub of the children, 
your home is beginning to look 
a little run-down at the heels. 

Which means it’s time again 
to give it a critical look with 
cleaning in mind. 

The secret of having your 
homw well-groomed al! the time 
is a “once-over-lightly” every 
week. Gone are the days of 
the gigantic semiannua! clean- 
ing sprees. It’s far easier to 
clean regularly in small amounts 
than to attempt a herculean task 
twice a year. 

When vou bought your dra- 
peries, you noted whether they 
were washable, and if not the 
dry cleaning instructions. Be- 
cause of the nature of drapery 
fabrics, heavy and sturdy, they 
are apt to show less soil than 
the sheer type. For this rea- 
son, you're likely to procrasti- 
nate, and delay their regular 
cleaning. But, accumulated dust 
weakens the fabric, so run your 
vacuum cleaner over them 


. weekly. 


Meanwhile watch your cur- 


{ 


tain, drapery and window hard- 
ware to avoid snags and tears. 
Be careful not to catch threads, 
ruffles or trimmings on window 
screens, window locks or ragged 
rod ends. Change the position 
of curtains and draperies fairly 
often, so that wear isn’t con- 
centrated in one spot. Always 
wash or clean curtains and dra- 
peries before storing, and omit 
ironing, since they will require 
it before you will be able to 
use them again. ! 

On upholstery, brush pile 
fabrics once a week or more, 
and go over them at least once 
a month with a v:.cuum cleaner. 
Since slip covers are used fre- 
quently, they should be re- 
moved, brushed and vacuumed 
with care at regular intervals. 
Keep in mind that upholstery 
farbrics with smooth surfaces 
are much easier to keep clean 
than those vith rough surfaces. 

Dust lightly every day, and a 
little more thoroughly once a 
week. Windows’ should be 
washed once a month, and a 
light dry-mop treatment every 
day for the floors will keep 
them sparkling.

It may be that your mother—by attitude if not by bossy words 

It seems that your melancholy uncertainty has been inten- 
sified since you quit your job, an aspect of the story which 
suggests that, by and large, you are drifting into an emotional 
depression of sorts. And I think it may be caused, at bottom, 
by unconscious increasing conflict between (1) conditioned de- 
pendency upon parental leadership, and (2) an urgent desire 
to get completely free of the handicaps and restrictions the 
biddable daughter role imposes. 

On thé romantic front, you’ve probably been hoping for a dream 
man to appear and provide a heavenly substitute for the old de- 
pendency set-up; and Robert, being merely average 23, couldn’t fill 
the bill, hence doesn’t appeal to your childish needs. Anyway, 
you won't be ready to love realistically until you’ve understood 
and relaxed your inner conflict—and you'll need some psychological 
help with that, so turn to your local Family Service Agency for 
guidance in finding a good therapist. M. H.

Chinline Apt 
To Reveal 
Wear Signs 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 


In spite of keepigg-young 
nutrition, the chinline has a 
disconcerting way of showing 
signs of wear and tear before 
you have the least notion of 
owning up to forty summers, 
You write to ask if chin straps, 
creams and bracing astringents 
will help keep the throatline 
young. 

Candidly, such accessories are 
not in it with resistance exer- 
cises and perfect head carriage. 
One authority who knows his 
muscles assured me that a 
woman's neck need never look 
old or saggy if she would take 
a little throat exercise every 
day. 

A bit of daily exercise will 
keep the muscles and the skin 
in tone so they won’t fall down 
on the job of holding the chin 
to a firm contour. Two things 
to do: Massage in cream or 
warm oil first, and tense the 
muscles of the throat as -you 
exercise. The cream cannot 
nourish the skin, of course, but 
cream keeps the skin soft which 
helps ward off wrinkles. By 
tensing the throat muscles, the 
exercise action is directly on 
the muscle without stretching 
the skin. Resistance exercises 
are doubly effective, for they 
work against opposing muscles. 

In applying cream, massage 
with the muscle structure; that 
is, work from the base of the 
throat upward, and all along the 
cushion of fat that rounds the 
jaw. The jaw is covered by 
broad, flat muscular bands that 
originate underneath the_ bone, 
extend upward and attach to 
the cheek bone. 

It’s easy to see what happens 
when these muscles get lax. Our 
authority advises deep, firm 
kneading along the jawline to 
the muscles that cushion the 
chin. Make a fist of one hand, 
place under tip of chin and 
press along the jawline in a 
firm, kneading action, working 
up to the ear.

No disease ever has been healed that wasn’t healed by God. 


With Him are the issues of life and death. He is the One “who. 


healeth all thy diseases.” (Psalm 103:3.) In Luke 5:17 we read that 
“the power of the Lord was present to heal them.” 
When there is healing, the power of the Lord is 
present to do the healing; God is at work. 

It may be asked, “Is God interested in healing 
the body?
